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BARK MONEY, 


Once upon atime a company of emigrants, 
sailing over the sea, landed on a certain 
desolate island. Deciding to settle down 
there, they made clearings in the forest, put 
up log cabins, and ploughed and planted. 
Having no money with them they, at first, 
exchanged productions. Mr. Last the shoe- 
maker, could make a pair of shoes in a day. 


Mr. Saw the carpenter could build up a} 


very fuir log cabin in ten days. So naturally 
enough, one cabin home came to represent 
ten pairs of shoes. The two men would ex- 
change in that way and both would be satis- 
fied. But pretty soon the governor, Mr. 
Roole, said that as he was governor, he 
would make money, it was so convenient a 
thing to have. ‘The colonists had had_ their 
crops injured by locusts, they had been sick 
and out of work, and all felt miserably poor, 
so this plan of the governor's was thought 
to be just the thing which would give them 
good crops, good health, fine houses and an 
abundance of everything; for it would make 
them all rich and everything could be done 
with money. So Goy. Roole went to his 
wood pile and got a great quantity of birch 


bark. He hired a large number of men to 


help and provided each with a pair of shears 
and an awl. They cut the bark into tri- 
angular pieces and bored a hole in each cor- 
ner. That was to give it the governor's 
mark and make it look as if it was some- 
thing although it was really nothing but 
birch bark. ‘They cut and bored until every 
man was surrounded by money, knee deep. 
Then the governor said that in order to put 
this money into the hands of the people they 
should all come and build him a great house. 
So they went to work and the governor paid 
such high wages, in his desire to make them 
all prosperous, that he almost measured the 
bark out by the peck; every man became 
rich and satisfied. Now that money had 


become so plenty every one expected more 


and was willing to give more for whatever 


was bought and sold; so prices rose. 
Sometimes traders from another country 
stopped there, but they would not touch the 
bark money for they said they could get 
that anywhere without paying for it and they 
could not do anything with it. They said 
when they sold a pair of shoes they wanted 
something in return which was as hard to 
get as a pair of shues. They might use 
some tons of oak bark for tanning, but they 
had no other use for bark. When the 
strangers had gone the colonists said that 
the bark was-good enough for them and it 
was no matter what outsiders thought of it. 
Once in a while the governer had a drinking 
spell when he would amuse himself with 
making more money. But the governor 
had one sensible trait, besides his benevo- 
lence. A man by the name of Justice, the 
oldest and wisest in the colony, was his 
more or less esteemed friend, and the goy- 
ernor consulted him on all hard questions 
of government. ‘The old fellow’s infalli- 
bility was never questioned and whatever 
he said they all accepted as truth. Well, 
the people began to suspect this bark money 
when they so often saw the governor go to 
his woodpile after bark, and then, with his 
great shears and awls make in five minutes, 
as much money as they would get for five 
days work, They grumbled because he 
didn’t work for his money as they did. They 
insisted that if the money was of some ma- 
terial which could not be obtained without a 
corresponding amount of labor they would 
not have such a flood of it.

No one would take the 
outlawed money except for much less than 
its pretended value and every one was glad 
to be rid of what he had for whatever it 
would bring. The same money which would 
buy two pairs of shoes one day, would very 
likely buy only one pair the next, so no bus- 
iness could be done with it. But the old 
governor soon came to his senses under the 
advice of Justice and promised to give them 
all gold for their bark so as to make up their 
losses, ‘That promise, followed by the act- 
ual payment of gold to any who applied, 
made the old bark money rise immediately. 
They knew they Gould get gold money for 
it any time and that was all they wanted, A 
fuir amount of the redeemable bark re- 
mained in circulation and was found to be 
both convenient and reliable,

The General 
quoted some of the government expenses, 
such as in 1876, 8800 for carriage hire for 
the governor at muster. He said that he 
himself always paid his own carriage hire 
because he didn't know any better. [Laugh- 
ter.] The governor charged his centennial 
expenses to the State, when he ought to 
have paid his own fare. In 1859 the sala- 
ries of the Governor amounted to $15,000 a 
year; in ’77 to $32,000. The charges for 
pen-knives and hair brushes, &c., for the 
governor and council, were mentioned— 
$39 for a dozen pen-knives for eleven old 
gentlemen; what became of the odd knife?

The General referred to the State com- 
missions, which are a fruitful source of ex- 
pense, The Marsupee Indians had 2,536 
acres of land, and wished it sold and them- 
selves taken care of by the town. ‘The sen- 
sible way would have been to send some 
civil engineers there, and give them $500 for 
surveying the property. They could have 
done it all in a few months. Buta commis- 
sion was appointed, which consumed five 
years in the work, and charged the State 
over $15,000 for it. The Insane Hospital at 
Worcester cost from 1875 to 1878, $159,000, 
The trustees had said they wanted nothing 
for their services, yet they brought in a bill 
for several thousand dollars apiece. ‘There 
was no law or right init. ‘The General re- 
ferred to his own economical management 
of the National Asylum for invalid soldiers, | 
which would hold many more than the Dan- 
vers Hospital, and yet costs less to run it. 
$141.56 a year supplied every comfort to ev’ 
ery man. But the Lancaster Reform School 
for girls costs S240 per inmate a year, 
much as it would take to keep her at the | 
best boarding school. ‘The 238 boys of the | 
Westboro Reform School cost much as 
the 5,000 soldiers of the National Asyluin. 
We have hundreds of useless State officers. 
1050 officers draw sustenance from the State, | 
yet the Republican Convention said the 
State was well governed. — President Hayes 
rendered the party powerless to go on in the 
right direction, so now let us attend to the 
State. The same State Ring has kept con- 
trol of things. At the Worcester convention 
there were 1100 delegates—11 Congressmen, 
2 Senators, and custom house officers enough

to stock a convention. ‘They tried to vote 
out the bad custom-house officers, but with- 
out success. I can geton very well. TI can 


go West. But will business men allow their 
business to be crippled, to be cut 
down to starvation rates, while the rich idler 
with his trunk full of untaxable bonds, rides 
over the same road on which you have to go 
afoot? Forget purty ties. Vote for your- 
selves and the people. Give up all preju- 
dices.

Last Saturday was one of these beautiful 
days of autumn which in this climate are 
the finest of the year. The day had been 
selected for the re-union of the 22d Regi- 
ment and 3d Battery Association, and it was 
a most propitious one. The regiment and 
battery were raised together by the late 
Henry Wilson, went to war in company, and 
came home at the same time. The Woburn 
Union Guard was raised in August 1861, was 
unsuccessful in its effort to join the 16th, 
went into camp with the 19th, but not being 
full when that regiment departed, it was put 
in charge of the camp at Lynnfield, and be- 
came the nucleus of the 22d. At the close 
of the war an association was formed which 
has held annual re-unions ever since, either 
at Parker’s or Young's Hotels in Boston, 
The executive committee by the rules of the 
association arrange for the places of meeting. 
Last year they met at Young’s and partly 
owing to the expense, the meeting was a 
small one. The committee this year deter- 
mined to make a new departure, and accord- 
ingly visted Woburn to see if arrangements 
could not be made for a re-union, and de- 
cided that as the 22d regiment had its begin- 
ing in Woburn, the new system of re-union 
should begin here. They found that Wo- 
burn had a good hotel, where an excellent 
dinner could be had at a reasonable price, 
and they concluded to come, ‘The resident 
members of the regiment, with a single ex- 
ception, determined to appeal to the citizens 
to give the regiment a fitting reception. 
Leading citizens were invited to lend their 
aid, and they responded with alacrity. The 
Selectmen proferred the use of their rooms, 
and the Lyceum Hall. Soliciting commit- 
tees lent their aid, and in a very short time 
the necessary arrangements were comple- 
ted for one of the finest regimental re-unions 
the State has ever seen, 

The town put on a gala appearance. Bun- 
ting floated from the flag staff on the Com- 
mon, and all along the route of march dec- 
orations were displayed in great profusion. 
The coal office of J. B. McDonald, A. Ellis’ 
store, the Advertiser office, F. S. Burgess, 
H,. Porter, J. D. Decelle, BE. O. Soles and 
H. E. Strout’s were appropriately decked; 
also the houses of G. W. Norris and A. E. 
Thompson, Mr. Thompson's store was 
adorned with flags, draped over a shield. 
Cushing & Buck, displayed flags. The Bank 
Block looked beautifully with an eagle, from 
which depended streamers over the word 
‘* Welcome,” and flags all along the awning. 
Lyceum Hall, was decked out in flags, and 
over the entrance the words ** Reunion 22d 
Regiment.” The Journal office displayed a 
large picture of the Goddess of Liberty, 
with flags and streamers and the motto 
“Welcome Veterans.” The Post Office 
made a pretty display of flags. Emerald 
Hall, also honored the occasion. The Cen- 


tral House was adorned with an heroic por- 
trait of Washington, flanked by a fine dis- 
play of bunting. A line of flags was sus- 
pended across the street from the hotel to 
Barrett's barber shop. Estabrook’s bakery 
looked very nice with the motto ‘* We greet 
the present, and remember the absent.” J. 
Hf. Connelly’s store was decorated, and T. 
Salmon’s store and house, Matthews & Lay- 
ton’s shop, displayed the motto, ‘* All hon- 
or to the Soldier give.” §. Cook’s shop was 
also decorated. ‘The Armory flag was float- 
ing from the staff. 

The resident members of the 22d assem- 
bled at Grand Army Hall, at ten o'clock 
and were escorted to the depot by Post 33, 
G. A. R., Commander T. H. Hill, 40 men, 
with the Woburn Brass Band, 19 pieces, 'T. 

Co. F, 22d, turned 
out with 14 men, in command of Corporal 
James T. Newcomb, On the arrival of the 
train a satute of 25 guns were fired from 
powder-house hill, by Sergt. R. PF. McKee. 
The regiment mustered 70 men, and on 
forming the line Lieut. John L. Parker, 
president of the Association, invited W. S. 
Tilton to assume command, which he did, 
with Gen. Thomas Sherwin and Lieut. Par- 
ker as aides. ‘There were two barouches 
containing Midshipman Charles A. Gove, 
of the U. 5. S. Wabash, G. W. Corbett, of 
Co. F, J. P. O'Connor, Co, A, George ‘T, 
Flood, Co, E, ‘Theodore L. Kelley, Co. A, 
and Mr William B. Harris. 

The procession passed through Main, 
Common and Pleasant streets to Warren 
street, countermarched through Pleasant 
and up Main to Kilby; countermarched 
down Main and Pleasant to the Phalanx Ar- 
mory, Where a halt was made, and the Reg- 
iment and the Post were photographed. 
Resuming their march they entered Grand 
Army Hall about twelve o'clock where their 


annual meeting took place, the President of |

The first business taken up was the Treas 
urer's report, which was presented by Sergt. 
J, W. Kenfleld, and accepted, The report 
showed the receipts during the year to be 
$100.87 and the expenses $68.70, leaving a 
balance in cash of $32.17, 

The committee appointed to take some 
action toward procuring a bust of Hon, 
Henry Wilson, the first colonel of the regi- 
ment, to be placed in Doric Hall, reported 
through Gen. Sherwin, that a bust of Mr. 
Wilson had been presented to the State in 
1878 by Mr. Whiting, and had been placed 
in the State Library. ‘That during the last 
winter the committee had petitioned the Leg 
islature to haye it removed to the niche in 
Doric Hall, where the regiment had inwaded 


to place their bust, and had been joined in 
their petition by two of the gentlemen who 
had charge of the arrangements for procur- 
ing the said bust, and the request had been 
granted and the bust so placed. In view of 
these facts the committee did not deem it 
expedient to procure another, 

The report of the committee was accept- 
ed and they were discharged. 

The election of officers was then taken 
up anda committee of three appointed to 
report a list of officers. They returned the 
following list, which was unanimously ac* 
cepted : President, Gen. W. S. Tilton; Vice 
Presidents, Capt. J. Henry Simonds and 
Capt. Lewis E, Crone; Secretary, Sergt. R. 
F. Lyman; Historian, Lieut. John L. Par 
ker; Treasurer, Sergt.

In view of the residences of the commit-

that I did not take part in the war, my~ feel 
ings are those of mingled gratitude and 
regret. Butthere are duties at home as 
well as in the field. I did all in my power 
to sustain the cause and the soldiers up- 
holding the cause, I know your feelings on 


by thoughts of the past suffering and loss. 


You shared the perils, privations and glories | 


of the past and now have the privilege ot 
recalling experiences which were never 
before undergone in the history of nations. 
The war was a gigantic one. Only 13 years 
gone, and yet the country is restored, rich, 
prosperous, happy; with the prospect of 
long continued union, and no great crime in 
the future to cause disunion, ‘The nation 
had to have a treasury as well as soldiers in 
the field, so it issued a loan whieh the 
citizens took believing that the nation would 
be true to its pledges made in times of peril. 
We have lived to see a gigantic public and 
private debt created and that debt diminished 
with unprecedented rapidity. We had to 
pay the penalty for the desolation of war. 
We stand to-day in the position of a nation 
whose credit is remarkable; a nation which 
is freer than any other country. Its debt is 
reduced one-third. The gold of the old 


world is flowing this way, our exports of 


productions are so heavy. It is the study 
of European and especially English finan- 
ciers how to prevent this. We have had 
hard times and talked it over considerably. 
But we want confidence. We want no blot 
or stain on the national honor. (Applause. ) 
We have the national promise to pay now 
approaching so near to par that the differ- 
ence is a mere brokerage, and it will soon 
be equal to the gold dollar of the civilized 
world. (Applause.) Now when we are 
reaching the goal of victory there is an 
effort to unsettle the public faith. They 
complain because this great nation has to 
pay interest on its debt! ‘Phat interest is 
less than $2 a head, and itis levied on the 
luxuries of the people, Itis for their benefit 
and nottheirinjury. Forsuch a poor reason 
we are asked to repudiatethe national name. 
(Applause.) ‘These returned soldiers have 
made the best citizens the world ever saw. 
They know their duties better than if they 
had never been under the baptism of fire. 
1 have no fear of the plots of ambitious 
demagogues. The men who followed the 
stars and stripes at Antietam, Gettysburg 


and Petersburg will see that it remains the

Presto! Change! The story of Aladdin’s 
lamp, or of Monte Christo is hardly mort 
wonderful, Dollars, by tens, twenties or 
thousands, roll out with marvellous rapidity 
{ moment before there was a cold, damp 
vault and a press; now there is untold 
wealth; you stand knee-deep in riches, 
Houses and carriages, everything you want 
mortgages scaled down! Who would not 
enrol in the soft money party? Thatis it in 
a nutshell. It is absurd to argue the ques- 
tion. All thinking men know that these doc 
trines are fallacies in the extreme; that they 
rest on no foundation. Such a state of things 
can come to pass only when we can go, like 
Aladdin, into a cave, rub a lamp, and have 
all riches brought us at our command,—then 
and then only. The whole doctrine is so 
absurd that it seems almost like insulting an 
audience to argue the point. We learned in 
our school-days better finance. I want to 
vive a tew, unanswerable foundation princi- 
ples, which are accepted by all thinking men. 
If soft money is taken up, we must traverse 
again the straight road of poverty. Recall 
the recent sufferings of the laboring classes, 
their hopes deferred from one year to an- 
other, the women and children in want of 
food and clothing! WhenT see all this, I 
almost wonder at the patience of the labor- 
ing men. I sympathize with them deeply. I 
can almost subseribe to any doctrine to help 
them. But can we bear to live over again 
the hard six years now past, when we are 
just emerging into the light of the sun of 
prosperity? The gold premium has been 
worked otf by toilsome degrees. The green- 
back has gone up from 85 cents to par, A 
great amount of the debt has been paid. 
How we have worked and toiled and suf: 
fered! Ask yourselves, no matter how hard 
the present times are, will you run the risk 
of repeating it all? I think it would endan- 
ger the stability of the Union. 

Again it would be dangerous to leave our 
finances to the control of Congress. If it 
was made « heavy. offense to adopt a 
new law of finance I believe it would 
be a good thing. A merchant sends to China 
for goods. He knows not what havoc in- 
flation may make with prices, in the mean- 
time; or what new financial law may be 
made upsetting his careful calculations, — It 
is a fact that merchants in the foreign trade 
are carrying the smallest line of goods they 
can. ‘They don’t dare to carry much. ‘The 
mercantile and manufacturing community 
don’t know what to expect. Soa worse per- 
manent law is preferable to a better but 
changing law. Again, the adoption of these 
doctrines would destroy confidence. Busi- 
ness men must have confidence in each other 
and in-their legislature bodies. Ask the soft 
money men what is to be gained by adopting 
their theories. They cannotanswer. ‘They 
say it will set the laboring men to work and 
the mills running, that it will pay off mort- 
gages, &c. They say that the scarcity of 
money causes the hard times. Experience 
shows that that is not true. Money was 
never so plenty in Boston as during the past 
few years. Banks and capitalists have been 
lending at 2 per cent, On mortgages it has 
been possible to borrow at 4 or 5 per cent. 
The banks and the old established business 
firms have been overflowing with money, 
but on account of their fear of Congress dis- 
trust has prevailed and no new enterprises 
ave been undertaken. Invested money is 
aid of ruin at the hands of congress; yet 
it has never been so plenty, even in’ war- 
times. Again they say that inflation will 
produce more money. I say that if Con- 
gress passes a law that even 6000 millions 
of greenbacks shall be printed there would 
be no more inflation by that act than before. 
Set the great press running and stack up 
6000 millions in the vaults, how will you 
put it into circulation? Shall the Govern- 
ment run cotton mills and factories? = Dur- 
ing the war we were spending money all the 
time buying cloth, arms, horses, ammunition, 
commissary stores &c., using it all and buy- 
ing again, But the present is a time 
economy. Willyou buy more cloth, arms 
and horses? Laboring men, think of it. 


Will you write to the Government, ‘Please | 


send me a $1000 greenback,” and get it? 
(Laughter). The Greenbackers say; ‘‘we'll 
tell you. We will start a grand system of 
internal improvements, we will subsidize 
railroads and spend as much as during the

“yes” to such a proposition. (Laughter 
and applause.) They say: ‘* Let us have 
fiat money,” Let there be money! ‘They 
evolye money out of chaos, As in the cre- 
ation the words: ‘ Fiat lux” was enough to 
create light. It represents no flour or sug- 
ar or clothing but * Let it be money good 
tor alldebts,” is all there is to it. It is the 
wildest idea ever heard of. ‘The power of 
the Uuited States which is so wealthy is be- 
hind it,” they say, ‘The Rothschilds’ note 
is as good as gold any where. There is no dis- 
count on it. But that is because it is always 
paid. But if they should write on their 
note; ‘This will never be paid,” it would 
not be worth 8 cents. The Greenbackers 
say I burlesque their doctrine when J pro- 
pose that they put on their notes, ‘* never 
paid.” But that is what 
means, according to Webster, 

The Greenback doctrine is

limited inflation and irredeemable money. | 


But they say—* Pay these notes.” That is 
what we are trying todo. ‘They say, pay in 
another note as bad as the greenback. *‘ The 
great United States are behind it; let us 
trust them enough for that.” Yes; but if 
they promise not to pay, shall we trust them 
then? (Laughter and applause.) If Turkey 
does not pay her bills, the whole English na- 
tion is aroused in behalf, ostensibly, of 
Christian civilization; but more likely in be- 
half of dollars and cents, to make her pay. 
Certainly no one can compel the United 
States to pay her debts. She must do it 
simply for the maintenance of her honor and 
prosperity. We are suffering now the nat- 
ural consequences of having been spend- 


thrifts. A spendthrift economizes, say for 
five years, Notes keep coming in for pay 
ment, and he feels sore, 2 | spent that 


money five years ago,” says he; '*I won't 
pay you. You are a bloated bond-holder, 
I'll keep giving you my note; but I'll never 
pay. Tam sick of you,” When our bonds 
were put on the market during the war, and 
men were afraid to lend us money, but did 
lend, should we now repudiate? Brilliant 
results were accomplished inthe war by the 
valor of the soldiers, and the money of the 
citizens; and we must now pay the penalty 
of that war, Our bonds were taken by the 
poor, by those who wanted a moderate and 
safe investment. They were the bond-hold- 
ers, and no privileged classes, However we 
work, we are all under the curse pronounced 
on Adam. We work shoulder to shoulder 
to support our families; and we should be 
brothers, and excite no war against each 
other. We are like the pillars of a stately 
house; remove one, and all falls in ruin 
Remove the working men of society, and it 
all comes down in ruin upon you, So, also, 
remove the more prominent men, and the 
same result follows. I fear no reaction from 
the cause of honesty and integrity. We 
have been too much frightened, It is like a

Mr. Hoar said that 20 years ago the doc- 
trines of the Greenbackers would have been 
ascribed to—he was going to say—lunatics 
orknaves. As to State matters, he said that 
both parties are equally responsible for the 
acts of which the Butler men complain. The 
Mashpee Indian fees, he said, were paid un- 
der the direction of an honored Democratic 
Judge of the Superior Court. The Concord 
State's Prison could not be built without the 
approval of the Governor. Governor ‘Tal- 
bot refused to sign the bill, and it went over 
to the Democratic Governor Gaston. (Ap- 
plause.) Of the State debt, ten millions was 
for war expenses, and the other sixteen mil- 
lions were five millions less than were paid 
for the Hartford and Brie Railroad, and the 
Hoosae Tunnel enterprises. It was a time 
when all the cities of the country were build- 
ing great lines. Our Boston business men 
and manufacturers were taking the alarm, 
and moving to New York or westward. Dur- 
ing that period, two-ninths of our wool inter- 
est moved to Illinois. Hence to provide 
proper means of transportation between Bos- 
ton and the West became a State matter. 
From 1865 to 1875, the production of the 
workshops and factories of Massachusetts 
increased from 250 to 850 millions, while the 
population increased 84 per cent. On the 
financial question, Mr. Hoar said that 25: 
millions are entrusted to the Savings Banks 
of our State. In Woburn, 2,312 persons had 
deposits in the Woburn Savings Bank last 
Jan. This shows what general ruin the use 
of the worthless dollar would cause. So of 
the $120,000,000 due for wages every day in 
the country; so of our insurance policies 
and pensions. There would be universal 
loss. Mr. Hoar quoted from Butler's speech 
of Feb. 14, 1878, in which Gen, Butler ex- 
plained his future financial system. He 
wants a currency printed on cheap material, 
80 that, says Mr. Hoar, it will be no loss to 
lose it. He wants a currency which there 
will be no temptation to export—so worthless 
that no other people will touch it, not even 
the Chinamen., Our laboring men are to 
have a dollar which it will be no gain to get, 
no loss to lose, and which even a Chinaman 
will not touch. Our Irish citizens are asked 
to adopt an unexportable dollar, which they 
can never send home to Ireland, to aid in 
bringing over a brother or an aged father. 
These men had this great money-making se- 
cret, and didn’t give us the benefit of it. If 
the fiat of Congress can make money, why 
didn’t they do that in war-times! Why 
didn’t they say then: Fiat pork and beans,” 
and everything else, and run out the Con- 
federacy right away?

Thomas J. Esq., gave his reply asa 
Greenbacker to the speech of Senator Hoar 
on the preceding ‘Tuesday eveniog. The 
house was well filled. The National Band 
furnished excellent music. The Greenback- 
ers were well represented on the plattorm 
At eight o'clock, Mr. T. A. B. Norris, Pres- 
ident of the Greenback Club, made an open- 
ing speech. Addressing the audience as the 
“farmers, mechanics and workingmen of 
Woburn,” he said that in answer to their im- 
portunate demand, they had secured a 
speaker who had never failed to refute the 
arguinents —whenever any were presented— 
of that individual who gorgeously paints 
falsehood in the colors of truth. Rue 
not already Greenbackers,” said Mr. Norris, 
* cannot get our doctrine from our enemies 
A party which stoops to ridicule and bur 
lesque the doctrines of its opponents, stands 
in need of good, sound arguments.” Mr. 
Durant being now introduced, spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: 

Your kind greeting shows with what senti 
ments you regard that great chieftain, who 
a candidate for the gubernatorial chair of 
Massachusetts, and it manifests your love 
for the cause in which we are engaged—the 
cause of the rights of the people, and of their 
prosperity and happiness. The campaign 
should not be made a mere campaign of cal- 
umny, a mere effort to bolster up false as- 
sertions. Candor and sincerity, truth and 
justice are what the people want. Let every 
man in the spirit of calm reflection, seeking 
only the good of his country, cast his ballot. 
so making ita sincere pledge of his good will 
toward the country, and his conviction of 
the truth of the arguments on which he bases 
his vote. There is a foundation of justice 
in the great popular movement of the day. 
People are fond of achange. Jefferson said 
that men will suffer wrong, rather than abol- 
ish custom. But dissatisfaction has been 
spreading in both of the great parties of the 
country. In 1868 the Democratic conven- 
tion favored the paymentof the United States 
bonds in the- legal tender currency of the 
country. That caused the defeat of the Dem- 
ocrats, and the election of Grant over Sey- 
mour. But in 1876 the Democratic Conven- 
tion at St. Louis spoke in a different tone. 
They blamed the Republicans as too slow, 
Ewing spoke in favor of soft money. Dor- 
sheimer, of New York, sprang up to crash 
out Ewing's heresy, and Ewing’s motion was 
defeated by a vote of ten to one. The two 
parties stood the same then on this question, 
unless the Democrats at St. Louis were more 
eager for hard money. Since then there has 
been a great change among the Democrats 
in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Pennsylvania, all 
over the West. So also among Republicans, 
Tt is clear that under all this uproar a new 
idea is coming forward to mould publie sen- 
timent, and cause the disintegration of old 
parties. This new party, which believes in 
refunding the bonds in United States eur- 
rency, will organize, As soon as the next 
Presidential election, this will becomea great 
question, dividing the pe ople of the country. 
The cry of ‘hard times” has been heard 
ever since Jay Cooke & Co., failed. Con- 
gressional speeches of both parties raised the 
ery, and the Press continue it. ‘* Commerce 
is prostrated, and our industries —everything 
is out of order.” The times are hard. What 
is the cause? Is it the normal condition of 
the United States? No! Up to Abe Lin 
coln’s time, never Was @ Country so prosper- 
ous in production, industries, and every- 
thing. We have official proofs of this, In 
1865-6 Gideon Wells was at the head of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, and we have his 
official report, dated Jan, 1867, showing 
the condition of the country for the period 
just after the war, We are apt to forget, 
and it is well to refer to official documents, 
which cannot be gainsaid. Remember, that 
these men who furnish the record were not 
in favor of inflation, or rag currency, but of 
contraction and of a speedy return to specie 
payments McCullough, the 
the Treasury, said of Wells’ report, —** His 
conclusions have my hearty approval.” The 
Report describes the year 1866 as a time of, 
First—great activity, industrial and specu-

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Commissioner Wells was one of the fore- 
most in that line of scientific inquiry, and 
his official testimony can be relied upon. He 
shows that in 1866 there was the most re- 
markable prosperity, and that it was increas- 
ing: that there never was so flourishing a 
condition of affairs as then. Now look on 
the period 1878-78 Instead of that unex 
ampled prosperity, it was a time of complete 
bankruptey. The failures mounted up to one 
thousand millions, as shown by Dunn, Bar- 
low & Co., of New York. In 1866 the bank- 
rupts were only 500 4 year, while from °73 to 
‘78 they were numbered by thousands annu- 
ally. Already this year the number is 8000, 
up to September, when the bankrupt law 
went into operation, and they continue, even 
in spite of that law. Society, also, has ret- 
rowraded, There were never so many cases 
of aggravated crime caused by extreme want 

never so many suicides and lunaties. La- 
bor was never so completely depressed. We 
never heard the word ‘ tramp” 
Tramps are not criminals when foreed to be- 
come tramps. “Hard times” means precise- 
ly ** hard money.” What causes all this dis- 
tress? Some say it is the exhaustion after a 
civil war. But did the States come out of the 
war exhausted? Wells’ report at the close 
of the war, shows that they were 
prosperous. The two things are contradict- 
ory. That argument utterly fails. Another 
says the cause is extravagance, over-produc- 
tion; the industry of the people has been so 
great that there is over-production of every- 
thing need@@ for the comfort of the people, 
hence, the distress ! 

Senator Morrill, of Vermont, tried in Con- 
gress to *‘ repel the idea that the country has 
been to the extreme of bankruptey.” How 
can he? He says—‘ Not for a quarter cen- 
tury has our agriculture been so prosperous. 
No crops have been cutoff.” True; but we 
can't sell the crops, or have to sell for low 
prices. It often costs more to transport, in 
cluding commission, than the crops are 
worth. Apples are $1 a barrel. Potatoes 
rot on the ground out West. Corn has been 
burned for fuel in some places. So where- 
ever the crops are any distance from the 
railroad. So we are as badly off as if the 
crops were poor, He says: ‘* The only dis- 
tress is inthe mercantile, manufacturing and 
mining interests.” That’s'enough. He says : 
“The cause is over-production. In the 
manufacturing and mercantile interests, the 
prices are up, aud people must stop buying 
till prices are down. They must wear their 
old hats and old dresses, and things will 
come around all right soon.” Well, hats 
and dresses wear out, and when the good 
times come around we shall be bare-headed. 
(Applause). He says:—‘ Buy fewer silk 
dresses.” As if we bought many such things 
anyway! ‘The mass of our people live sim- 
ply from day to day, and the laws must be 
made for their benefit. The rich can take 
care of themselves. To say that the good 
times will come when we stop producing and 
buying, is most illogical. We have made so 
much cotton and woolen cloth that the peo- 
ple are in rags! Preposterous! Again, 
when these hard money men that this 
contraction-of-the-curreney argument is not 
popular, they say that the cause of the dis- 
tress is not contraction, for there has been 
no contraction. This is utterly untrue. It 
is proved by documents.  ‘ The Financial 
[listory of the War,” by the President of a 
National Bank in Buffalo, states 
July 1, 1864, there were $1,100,000,000 in 
currency afloat; the Secretary of the 
ury then issued $830,000,000, 
1865, $1,900,000,000. — It is not pretended 
that there is afloat now much over $700,- 
000,000! This contraction of the currency 
and advance towards specie payments has 
heen purchased by the sufferings of the past 
tive years.

Lyceum Hall was well filled last Saturday 
evening, when Messrs, Gordon, Coggswell 
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and Noyes, all men of reputation, discussed | 


the political issues. C, 
President of the Young Republican Club, 
presided, and in an appropriate introductory 
speech, introduced Gen. Geo. H. Gordon, 
He said 


that his only reason for appearing upon the 
platform as a political speaker, was that the 
interests of the people of the State so ur 

gently demanded the election of the Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor. The national 
welfare is the greatest problem that can come 
before us asa people. Let us strive to dis- 
cover the right way to vote, without anger 
or prejudice. Lord Macaulay, in writing of 
the reign of the Prince of Orange, said :— 

‘* More harm is done in one year in England 
by a bad currency, than in 25 years of bad 
kings, judges and councillors.” The happi- 
ness of the people in their litthe homes all 
over the land, is of the most vital importance, 
and when that is jeopardized, as it certainly 
is by a bad currency, everything is in dan- 
ger. We are all engaged in the exchange of 
values. Weare all seeking the most sub- 
stantial reward for our work, and the safest 
investments for ourearnings. And we have 
aright to know that our earnings will be 
safe in every contingency. But with a pa- 
per currency, such as we have had lately, 
the man who has worked hard and saved up 
money finds that his labor is represented by 
the stability of the government, whose over- 
throw or injury affects his property. It is 
not many years since the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi was unoccupied. In 1851 troops 
were placed in Kansas to keep out the whit 
people. Now the State is covered with 
happy homes. I went from Fort Leaven- 
worth to the Rocky Mountains without see- 
ing a single white person. In 1798 we num- 
bered 4,000,000; now we are 45,000,000. 
That period, 1797—1860, I call the reign of 
gold. When the people feel the weight ot 
the government as lightly as possible, when 
every man is free to develop his own ener- 
ities as he chooses, with no one to interfere, 
that is a model government. But the rela- 
tions between the government and the peo- 
ple have changed. ‘The government has be- 
come powerful in its will, and destructive in 
its energy. ‘The ruin wrought in the war 
was terrible, and when peace came, it was 
the peace which follows the whirlwind, In 
1865 the debt had mounted up to 2700 mil- 
lions, and we promised to pay it; we became 
bloated bond-holders. I am a ‘bloated 
bondholder,” myself. I raised the 2nd Mass. 
Regiment, and received my first pay in gold 
in Washington. Feeling that the country 
needed the money greatly, I offered it to the 
Government, and received a bond in return 
for it. That bond represents as hard work 
as I ever did. These bonds represent the 
sinews of war, the bounty paid to our sol- 
diers, everything of value to the nation at 
that critical time. Are there any here to- 
night to tell me that that that is a hard con- 
tract which holds us to the payment of such 
bonds? 

Again, paper money, unlike gold, changes 
greatly in value. Gold left the country 
when the war began, and the currency de- 
preciated to 34 per cent. With the coming 
of peace the currency went up. All rushed 
into manufacturing. Those were ‘ good 
times,” they thought. Railroads were char- 
tered, running from where no one lived, to 
where no one ever would live. War an 
evil! It was the best thing possible! But 
the change had to come. ‘The relation be- 
tween money and value is fixed. In 1873 
same a most fearful crash. The quantity ot 
manufactured articles could not be sold. 
The money invested in great concerns 
brought no return. Prices fell, savings 
banks, many of them, could not get buck 
their investments, and have not yet. By 
the fall of the greenback to 34 per cent., 

creditors were really cheated out of two- 
thirds of the amount borrowed of them be- 
fore the war. A thousand gold dollars bor- 
rowed before the war, conld be paid back in 
a thousand greenback dollars, when the lat- 
ter were worth only a third as much as the 
former, so $666 would be saved to the debtor. 
So, also, the debtor would suffer, who bor-

$2,689,000,000. Since then it has been re- 
duced one-quarter. ‘The annual interest has 
been reduced in these few years from $138, 
000,000 to $95,000,000, At first the inter- 
est alone amounted to over $21 yearly for 
each person; now it amounts to less than $2 
And it is paid by custom duties and taxes on 
tobacco and liquors; so the burden on the 
people is light. Now when we are return- 
ing toacommon sense relation of values, 
demagogues excite the people by talking ot 
State frauds, and of what they will do if 
only elected. If any man can love the work- 
ing man more than I, who have labored by 
his side, I should like to see him. (Ap- 
plause.) The man whom you choose for 
Governor must be above suspicion. I have 
known the Greenback candidate thoroughly 
and seen himinmany relations; and I should 
horrify you if I should tell all I know about 
him. On the other hand, the Republican 
candidate never had a finger pointed at him 
exceptin honor. (Applause). Governor 
Andrew, in the winter of '61-2 wrote to the 
President that the course of General Butler 
in Massachusetts seemed intended to favor 
men who wanted simply to make money.

Like diamouds they 
are valuable because found only after many 
days’ labor, Hence they can be safely used 
to represent labor and wages without fear of 
loss. We stamp these metals at the mint, 
for convenience sake, but it adds nothing to 
the value of the metal. But itis dangerous 
and inconvenient to carry much gold about 
with us, I remember when once stopping 
at Falmouth on Cape Cod, how anxious a 
stranger from the West Lndies was about the

He was afterwards 
promoted to the office of Sergeant, and was in com- 
mand of his company when wounded in front of 
Petersburg, in the summer of 1864, and disabled from 
further active sef¥ice. He came to Winchester 
about the year 1866, and went into the empley of his 
uncle, Alexander Moseley. Ile was made a Master 
Mason in Mount Hermon Lodge, Medford, just be- 
fore he went into the army, and took membership in 
William Parkman Lodge, October 9, 1866. Since his 
connection with this Lodge he has filled several of 
the subordinate offices with gr credit, and during 
the rs 1871 und 1872 he occupied the Oriental 
Chair as its W orshipful Master, to the entire satis- 
fuction of the bretheren. Ife took the Capitalar 
degrees in Mystic R. A. Chapter, and became a 
charter member of Woburn R. A. Chapter with 
other Winchester Companions, when it was formed, 
and did honorable service in its roll of officers. 

ILe was an active member of A. D. Weld Post, G. 
A. R., and occupied the oflice of Commander, as 
well as some of the minor offices. He was one of 
the Enigneers of the Fire Depaitment for several 
years, and has filled various other offices of honor 
and trustin the town, He was a teacher in the Uni- 
tarian Sunday School, in which he took a deep inter- 
est, as wellasin the ehureh connected with it, at 
which he was with his family, a regular attendant, 
He went to San Francisco about three vears since, 
utter a residence of about ten years in Winchester, 
and was employed ina paper store at the time he 
wis taken sick. THe died at Oakland, Cal., Sept. 4, 
1878, after an illness of nine days, of pneumonia.

At last the eyes of President Hayes have 
been opened, and he reluctantly admits that 
his policy has proved a failure. His attempts 
to conciliate the South by giving them the 
power they have used so mercilessly, have 
been all to no purpose, and a state of an- 
archy exists in South Carolina and Louisi- 
ana which probably no other civilized gov- 
ernment on earth would permit.” What has 
been apparent to the whole country for so 
long a time, could not have escaped his ob- 
servation, unless he had determined_not to 
see, But it seems that the darkness that has 
covered his vision has at last been penetrat- 
ed, he admits that he sees the terrible con- 
dition of affuirs, and we are glad to note that 
he is manly enough to not only acknowledge 
the discovery, but to admit his error, and 
promise to make an attempt to right the 
wrong. Of one thing there can be no doubt, 
—if he pursues the new policy as boldly and 
persistently as he did the old, the South is 
destined to have a genuine surprise, and 
freedom in all the States will mean some- 
thing more than a mere name. ‘The ac- 
counts of the last election, the bulldozing of 
the blacks, and the undisguised stuffing of 
the ballot box, the abolition of polling places, 
the terrorism of every description, make the 
expression that ‘‘this is a free country,” 
most ridiculous. Undoubtedly a large part 
of this is due to the mistaken course of the 
President, for the rebellious people of those 
States had good reason to expect immunity 
for their crimes; but fortunately for the 
good name of America, there wus 4 point 
beyond which the President could not go, 
and that being reached, he commanded a 
halt, and we shall now see what he will do 
about it. This decision will he especially 
gratifying to the ‘* Stalwarts,” and the rest 
of the party which has excused and defended 
the President, will, now that he has spoken, 
give him a hearty support in his new de- 
parture, and we may look now to a united 
party, a determined executive, and as a re- 
sult, equal rights. In a recent speech, Ex- 
Gov, Boutwell, in referring to the outrages 
in the South, said that unless the Republi- 
can party was willing to array itselt on the 
side of justice and equal rights for the en- 
franchised blacks as well as the whites, it 
would find at the next election, a more for- 
midable foe than Gen. Butler. The mission 
of the party is not ended, and the same exi- 
gency that called it into being still exists. 
Liberty for all, is the watchword now as in 
the days of old, and nothing less than that 
will satisfy the demands of the time.

WILL IT BE A TRUNK LINE? 


It is well known that the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad has been desirous of taking a lease 
of the Nashua & Lowell Railroad, and the 
contract has been opposed by some men in- 
Their idea has

made with that end in view, A change has 
recently been made in the management of 
the Nashua & Lowell road, whereby promi- 
nent business men of Nashua obtained the 
control of its affairs, and what has recently 
been attempted by litigation may be accom- 
plished by negotiation. It has not escaped 
the attention of these gentlemen that an in- 
dependent line could be ‘constructed to Bos- 
ton much straighter than the Lowell route, 
and several miles shorter, and as we re- 
marked above, surveys have been made to 
establish the theory. Starting from North 
Chelmsford, and avoiding Lowell, the line 
would pass east of Chelmsford and south of 
Billerica, going through the east part of Bur- 
lington, and across the plain to near the 
Baldwin house in North Woburn, where it 
would strike the Mystic Valley. The dis- 
tance saved by this route would be between 
four or five miles, an important considera- 
tion both in the construction and running of 
a Railroad. Trains are now running over 
the Keene railroad as far as Hancock, and 
the work is being pushed forward rapidly. 
With its completion a connection will be had 
at outlet afforded for the 
Cheshire road, whose only present outlet is 
the Fitchburg. The completion of the link 
of the Keene road, and the construction of 
the proposed road from North Chelmsford to 
connect with the Mystic Valley, would give 


Keene, a new 


the latter road an importance it never before 
assumed. By it a line which would com- 
pete with the Fitchburg for through northern 
freights would be found, and it would open 
up a wide stretch of country hitherto without 
railroad facilities. Undoubtedly the Mystic 
Valley can be and will be utilized as an im- 
portant link for through travel, and if the 
road should become a trunk line, the wants 
of Woburn so long unsupplied would be 
answered, and our town would share in the 
benefits which Nashua, and other towns 
would reap by the connection. On Thurs- 
day, a prominent railroad man, formerly 
holding high official position un a competing 
road, and thoroughly conversant with rail- 
road affairs, inspected the Mystic Valley 
road, with a view to utilizing it as suggested 
above. The great want of Woburn at the 
present time, as we have often urged, is a 
through railroad line, by which we could 
obtain our freights quickly and 
secure better mail 
quicker passenger connections.

In regard to the relative claims of the two 
classes of roads, there is a tendancy to ex- 
aggerate the cost of standard-guage roads, 
their equipment and operation; and at the 
same time, to depreciate the cost of con- 
struction, equipment, and operation of nar- 
row-guage roads. 

For instance, it has been said, in relation 
to the equipment of a standard-guage road, 
that the weight of a car is twenty thousand 
pounds, its capacity twenty thousand, and 
its cost $7856; whereas the fact is that the 
capacity of such a car is at least twenty-four 
thousand pounds, while its cost need not be 
more than $400. 

At the same time, the weight of a plat- 
form car of the narrow-gauge road is given 
at six thousand two hundred and fifty pounds 
of

with a capacity nineteen thousand, 


These weigh nine thousand 


pounds, and they should be rated at sixteen 


ears 


thousand pounds load. 

A writer in a recent number of the ‘ Rail- 
way Gazette” has affirmed—First: That a 
narrow-guage can be built and successfully 
operated, where a broad-gauge cannot. 
Second: Thatit can be built from one-half 
to two-thirds of the cost of the standard- 
guage; and—Third: That it has equal ca- 
pacity with the broad guage, at about two- 
thirds of the cost of operation.

Delivered by Rev. J. Frank Winkley, of 

Trinity Episcopal Church, Woburn, be- 

fore Burbank Post, 33, G. A. R., Sunday 

evening, November 24, 1878. 

“ Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and Thanks- 
giving, aud honor, and power, and might, be unto 
our God for ever and ever. Amen."—Key. 7: 12, 

To-night we come together to tell out our 
gratitude to God. To speak of that which 
is food for thanksgiving and praise. Five 
years of pressure have terribly tried the 
poor. The deep excitement of election 
strained the charity of all parties. Ap- 
proaching winter points to idle hands and 
empty shelves. But ’tis not all dark. There 
is another side. And to-night we turn to 
that other side. Look for the silvery lining. 
Draw a line around the festive board and 
within *that circle gather only fragrant 
thoughts. Look backward, look around us, 
look upward. 

When the fiery Pegasus of war dashed 
madly to and fro, when dark clouds of dust 
and smoke were rising from a hundred 
battle fields, while blood was boiling in 
patriotic veins, and Southern bullets were 
searching for Northern hearts, passions were 
inflained, reason hushed. They called us 
‘* Northern mudsils,” we called them ** fire 
eaters.” "P'was said of old: ‘* When Greek

regrets. Rev. Mr. Pomfret and Rev. An- 
derson took part in the service, offering 
prayer. The sermon was by Rey, Dr. 


March, and we give an abstract below: 


The text was from Genesis, 45:16, ‘Bring 
these men home, and slay and make ready, 
for these men shall dine with me at noon.” 
Unknown to his brothers, Joseph had become 
a prince in Egypt, with the revenues of a 
rich and populous kingdom at his command. 
His brethren, driven by the general famine, 
had come a weary journey begging bread 
They were weary, hungry and troubled. 
But Joseph, forgiving and forgetting, only 
rejoiced that the whole family were together 
again. With his usual sound practical 
sense he saw that “home” was the best 
place for such a meeting and that a glad oc 
casion would be made better by a good din- 
ner. He was a prime minister, hard pressed 
with business, but he was a great econo- 
mizer of strength and resources, and he 
found it to be a very saving and sanitary 
regulation for himself and family to stop in 
the middle of every day’s work and refresh 
himself with rest and food. So he came 
home to dine at noon. We would do well 
to imitate the old Egyptians, in this respect, 
ifinno other. Our so called rigid and angu- 
lar Puritanism originated, and for genera- 
tions observed alone, the only warm genial 
home festival which is at all peculiar to our 
American life. People travel far to escape 
the Fourth of July, but no one runs away 
from Thanksgiving. It grows upon our 
affections because it keeps alive the best 
home feelings and strengthens the sacred 
ties of kindred and society. ‘This festival 
received its first benediction in sanctuaries 
where men worshipped the Prince of Peace 
with the weapons of war in their pews, and 
stood erect in the act of prayer with eyes 
open to see the silent approach of the foe 
from the forest, This same forest born and 
rudely nurtured festival, which was first 
kept in log cabins and clothedin home spun, 
now calls us to our safe sanctuaries to begin 
the hallowed day with God. As the old Pu- 
ritan fathers would make every head of the 
family a priest unto the Most High God in 
his own house, and every common meal a 
sacrifice ot thanksgiving, and the light of 
every fireside a symbol of the divine glory 
abiding in the humblest home, so let us, in 
this festival, reconsecrate our domestic life. 
Let the home offer saving attractions to the 
; young and consolations to the aged. Let 
our hand shaking, to-day, be like blows that 
weld the heated iron, uniting those that have 
been long divided. We would justify the 


assumption that English speaking people 
alone know the sacredness and value ot 
home. In these times when splendid hotels 


persuade many to live as travelers and 
strangers in their own cities, and crowded 
boarding houses draw old and young from 
the sacred seclusion of the family, we are 
glad to have one day make boarders and 
single gentlemen sigh for the independence 
and quietude of home, though it be ever so 
homely. 

The preacher then recommended for the 
Thanksgiving dinner, three excellent cour- 
ses,—Light, Air and Love. Light is still 
but strong, and the spirit that rules in’ th 
sanctuary of home must have the stillness 
and the strength of the sunbeam. Gentle 
words and quiet looks win their way through 
walls of prejudice and suspicion, as the 
light melts the icicle without breaking it. 
Light may take the color out of carpets but 
it puts color where it is more needed and 
more beautiful, in the faces of children, 
The sensitive nerves of old and young thirst 
for the light. So the light of open and 
mutual understanding must shine all through 
the home to drive away the demons of sus- 
picion and discord. Let the light of cheer- 
ful hearts freely into the home and it will 
brighten and lighten daily toil. The good 
angel of a cheertul temper calls in the 
kitchen on Monday morning and the double 
work of the day is done before noon. He 
flies up stairs and whispers in the ear of the 
disheartened mistress of the family, and 
housekeeping seems a pleasure. He takes 
aseatat the dinner table aud the family 
keep thanksgiving every day in the year. 
He looks into the nursery and every child 
has the toy he likes best, and yet is perfectly 
willing to give it up to any one that likes it 
better. He meets the weary and fretted 
master of the house, smoothes out the 
wrinkles in his forehead and fills his heart 
with gratitude that he has a home to come 
| to and somebody to meet him with a smile 
when he gets there. This angel of Chris- 
| tian cheerfulness makes the homes of weari 
ness and pain the sweetest and most precious 
hours of life. He brightens the faces of the 
} aged with light that shines from the celestial 
| city. He comes with the angel of death 
and keeps the lamp of hope burning where 
a beloved voice has ceased forever. Thus 
we want, to make the home happy, the light 
of kindness and meekness; of truthfulness 
and confidence; of Christian cheerfulness ;

It gives a voice to every song of joy, a 
speech to all who praise, and a sigh for every 
sorrow. It brings strength and health to the

matter. Will the cat assist in the good 
work of bringing herself to justice?

The report of Secretary Sherman is re- 
viewed, from which it appears, that for the

000,000, in excess of what the sinking fund 
act required. For the year ending Nov. 1, 
1878, the debt has been rednced over $23,-

during the year, has been large, $100,270,- 
900, The Secretary wants to bring the 4 
per cent. bonds within reach of those who 
have only small sums to invest, and hence 
he recommends that amounts as small as 
$10 be received and certificates bearing 8.65 
per cent interest be given in return, which 
certificates shall be exchangeable within one 
per cent.

To insure future safety and to reduce the 
minimum liability from loss from any cause 
that can be controlled, we have adopted 
such precautions as have been suggested 
or learned by consultation with officers and 
managers of similar institutions, as one safe- 
guard.

THE PAPER DOLLAR AT PAR. 

At last, after seventeen years of exclusion 
from our pockets, the gold dollar comes 
forward again, for us all to handle and pos- 
sess as freely as paper money. On Tuesday

ly. Two weeks hence, when the resump- 
tion act goes into operation it will be simply 
giving legal sanction to what is already in 
practical operation. The action of the 
Government however with regard to its own 
notes will be especially calculated to insure 
the stability of those notes. Paper money 
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° money. If you have a hundred dollars 

which we present with to-day’s paper. It 


which you wish to invest in a government 
bond, a roll of bank notes will be accepted 
as readily as coin. Formerly the investor 
had to exchange the paper money for gold 
before he could buy the bond. On the 
other hand, if the bond holder is dissatisfied 
with receiving his interest in paper, he can 
have gold by expressing his preference. 
The moral effect on the business of the 
country of such energetic action on the part 
of Secretary Sherman, following the actual 
rise of the paper dollar to an equality with 
the gold dollar, will be excellent. We shall 
all feel that the gold premium has fallef 
never to rise again, unless we have another 
war. We shall feel that the two dollars— 
the soft and hard—are bound together in a 
way to insure stability of values; and that 
the dollar of the poor man will always buy 
as much as any other dollar in the whole 
country. Hard money men have given a 
stability and value to soft money which it 
would never have received under the Green- 
backers’ manipulation.

UNCLE JOHN VASSAR. 
This widely-known missionary colpor- 
teur of the American Tract Society, com- 
monly called ‘* Uncle John Vassar,” died 
after a somewhat protracted illness, at his 
home in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., on the 6th 
inst. For many years he was foreman in 
the great brewery of his cousin, Matthew 
Vassar, the founder of the college which 
but about thirty- 
five years ago he was hopefully converted, 
when he rejected an offer of a large wealth

from this relative, and entered vigorously 
upon the movement for temperance reform. 
Ile was among the first colporteurs that the 
American ‘Tract Society sent to the then far 
west, beginning his work in this connection 
about thirty years ago in what was then the 
wilderness of Illinois. His service in that 
capacity was continued with slight interrup- 
tion until his death. 

When the war broke out, he was among 
the first to offer his service, and it was 
while we were connected with the Army 
of the Potomac, in the llth Mass. Regt., 
that we first saw, became acquainted and 
learned to love him. To whole brigades of 
soldiers of the Army of the Potomac he 
was ‘* Uncle John,” loved and honored as 
an Israelite indeed. Not alone in the re- 
ligious meetings and from man to man did 
he labor, carrying the message of salvation ; 
but he did hospital duty, dug graves for the 
dead with his own hands and then conducted 
appropriate religious services, and commu- 
nicated with home friends. We remember 
well, on the arrival of the hospital nurses 
at Burksville Junction, after the surrender 
of Gen, Lee, his personal fayors extended 
to myself and others in the hungry crew, 
who for nearly thirty-six hours had been 
without food, and were pleased to feel that 
his efforts in our behalf were not exception- 
al,—that he would have been equally in 
earnest to relieve the needs of any and 
every human being calling on him for help.

CHRISTMAS OBSERVANCES. 


Another bright and cold Christmas day 
hae come and gone!

The easel was of course in the best position 
in the studio for viewing the picture, and the 
soft, delicate light of the autumn afternoon 
lay full upon it, mellowed, however, by an 
artful arrangement of screens and shadows, 
to gain the precise effect desired. 

The painting was of the ordinary cabinet 
size, and appropriately painted, being also 
relieved by heavy maroon drapery, gracefully 
festooned behind and around it.
